Strong Delegation to Wait on 
Provincial Government 
in May, 


McNAMARA CONSIDERS 
SYSTEM AN INJUSTICE 


Does Not See Any Reason Why 
Edmonton Should Not Levy 
Extra Tax, 


Some time during the month of May 
a strong representation will be made 
to the Provincial government by 1ne 
mayors and deputy mayors of all the 
larger towns and cities In the province 
for the purposé of getting back a por- 
tion of the license fees and fines as well 
as a large share of the increment tax. 
Mayor Sinnott of Calgary is in the city 
today and had a long conference with 
Mayor McNamara this morning on this 
subject. 

The matter has already been brought 
to the attention of a number of the 
cities and towns in the south, and 
several of these, including Tabor, 
Lethbridge and Calgary, have intimated 
that they will push the project. In 
speaking of the conference this morn- 
ing, Mayor McNamara sald that they 
considered !t. an absolute injustice to 
expect the cities to give protection .to 
the hotels and clubs and have the 
gxovernment take all the fees.

If a willing ear 1s not accorded to 
the delegation when ‘It waits on the 
ministers ‘of the cabinet, the mayor 
states that he has been looking up the 
charter,'and'can bee fio reason why the 
ality may not put on another license for 
the benefit of the city on top of. that 
imposed by the government. He con- 
tends that the clubs and hotels could 
be lHcensed as rooming houses in a 
similar manner to the licenses now {m- 
posed by the city for other lines of 

- business, 

In dealing with the increment tax, 
the mayor stated that he would not ba 
willing to go quite so far as to say that 
& second tax should be levied, but ha 
quite freely expressed the view that ho 
believed at least 75 per cent. of tho 
levy should be diverted into tho 
treasury of the municipality. While 
the increment tax at the present time 
is not very heavy, there will be a time 
when it will amount to considerable, as 
in the past when property was soaring 
over half a million dollars would have 
been turned over to the city, and this, 
the mayor contended, would go a Jong 
way toward paying its way. 

Approved of Idea. 

Mayor McNamara then explained 
that It was due, to the publicity ‘given 
in the daily press that this question 
has been taken up by the mayors of 
the cities in the south, '™..y had ob- 
served that it had been referred to in 
council by Mayor McNamara and 
others, and they approved of “he idea 
and as a result and now out vigorously 
working up the scheme, They expect 
to get everything in proper shape and 
at the earliest possible date arrange a 
time when they may appear before the 
cabinet and present their representa- 
tions, Mayer McNamara suggested 
that the date should be fixed some time 
in May to give the government an op- 
portunity to have the matter in shape 
that it may be dealt with at the next 
session of the legislature.

~ SOME ELEMENTARY IDEAS 


Aught to Differentiate Pupils 
in Lower Grades Into Dif- 
ferent Classes. 


W. L. Richardson, directér of techni- 
eal education for the local school board 
was the principal speaker at this morn- 
ing’s session of the Western Master 
Painters and Decorators’ association's 
convention, In the Civic Block. In fact, 
as the delegates went over to the old 
Presbyterian to the opening of 
builders’ convention at 10 o'clock and 
through President T, Lyons conveyed 
greetings to their brother artisans,

Ordinary schools are doing well for 
the ten per cent of their students who 
go into what is known as the learned 
professions, sald ‘Mr, Richardson,. but 
very little for the other 90 per cent who 
earn their living in the more practical 
lines of work, The man with a 
mechanical or engineering turn of 
mind could get very little useful edu- 
cation of the kind he needed in the old 
system, and technical schools sought to 
remedy this condition. 

Any good system of education should 
contain elementary ideas in all lines of 
human endeavor, as it Was an economic 
loss.to the nation to do nothing toWards 
training the 90 per cent of ts popula- 
tion who do not go into the professions 
of law, ministry and similar occupa- 
tions.

Investment Agency Changing

“to: Money to Loan,!! 


On Jasper avenue at the present 
tine, and on the other thoroughfares 
of Edmonton where financial institu- 
tions have their offices, “money to 
loan” signs are gradually taking the 
place of “money wanted" cards. The 
managers, presidents and secretaries 
of all the sald institutions, though 
conservatism seems to be second na- 
ture with them, admit that times are 
brightening and that the period of 
stringency has reached its climax, and 
use other high sounding and some- 
what technical expressions. 

Take the Northern Investment 
Agency, on Jasper avenue enst, as a 
care tn point. There are two signs cn 
thelr ground floor window. One reads 
that there Is a quarter of a million 
doUars to loan inside, and the other 
that west end houses for rent are in 
demand, Similar words of welcome 
greet the looker-on at other windows 
all over the city. 

These are indications which will 
convince even the most exacting that 
money !s loosening up in Edmonton, 
and that times are at least improving.

Rogers Siates Commission Re- 
port Necessary Before 
Construction 


LAURIER URGES NECESSITY 
WESTERN GRAIN TRADE 


Man Who Sold Militia Site Said 
to Have Made Profit 
of $95,000 


Ottawa, Feb, 24.—That the govern- 
ment is determined not to proceed 
with the construction of the Georgian 
Bay canal until a commission has 
made a report as to the commercial 
feasibility of the project, was made 
clear by Hon, Robert Rogers, minis- 
ter of public works {n a speech de- 
livered in the commons Iast night. 

Mr. Rogers went into the whole 
question at some length. After opolit- 
ing out the large expenditures neces- 
sary to increase the depth of the ex- 
isting canal system, he endorsed the 
view that nothing more remained to 
be found out in connection with the 
possibilities of the proposed route 
from an engineering standpoint. It 
was highly desirable before undertak- 
ing the work, however, that any 
doubts as to the commercial feasibility 
of the canal should be set at rest. 


Consist of Business Men. 


For this purpose, he sald, the com- 
mission to be named would consist of 
business men, who would give thelr 
services without pay and whose re- 
commendations the government would 
unreservedly accept no matter what 
they might be. Mr. Rogers blamed 
the railways for the diversion of a 
large portion of the grain trade to 
Buffalo. He said the matter should 
be looked into both by parliament and 
the railway commission, 

The discussion was commenced by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who inoved for 
papers, petitions, etc., relating to the 
project since September 21, 1911, Sir 
Wilfrid, in the course of his speech, 
dealt more particularly with the de- 
sirability of steps being taken to keep 
the Canadian grain trade within Cana- 
dian channels. He advocated both the 
deepening of the St. Lawrence system 
and the construction of Georgian Bay 
canal, Both would be required in the 
future,
